Interfering in China 

LONDON, July 7-—-(4)—A Tass 
dispatch from Moscow Sunday 
quoted Pravda, Communist Party 
organ, as saying that United States 
military aid to the Chinese gov- 
ernment “amounts to pouring oil 
on the fire and is equivalent to 
direct interference in the internal 
affairs of China.”

Money Talks---And Walks About 


Money not only talks—it travels. 

The American dollar is: not a little 
home-body, associating only with banks, 
savings bonds, mortgages and checking 
accounts. 

It speaks with a loud voice, walking 
up and down in all the cities of the world, 

On Saturday, Canada announced it had 
adjusted its dollar to parity with the 
American dollar. Until then the U. S. 
dollar had been worth $1.10 in Canada. 

When, and if, Britain gets the Ameri- 
‘can loan, it will remove trade bans in 
the “sterling areas.” 

Britain's money unit is the “pound.” 

In°1931 Britain took the pound off the 
gold standard. This lowered the value of 
the pound. Other nations, trading largely 
with Britian, then had to go “untie” their 
currency from gold and accept the British 
pound as a “standard,” or engage in barter, 
so much cotton for so many suits, so much 
stee] for so many pairs of shoes. So, these 
nations found it convenient to accept the 
pound as a standard. The Danes could say, 
for example, the pound was worth 16 of 
their kroner. | 

In 1940 the nations in the “pound ster- 
ling” pool agreed to trade only within that 


area. Goods were too scarce to do other- 
wise, 

These nations didn’t have any large re- 
serve of U. S. dollars. So they decided 
they would not permit the few they had 
to be used in a pool to buy such U.S. goods 
as were necessary to the fighting of the 
war. 

« Once the proposed U. S. loan is re- 
ceived by Britain, giving her a better 
balance of dollars, these areas will be 
opened to competitive trade. Dollars may 
then be used, and dollar credits established, 
by any country within the sterling area 
to pay for American goods. 

The loan to Britain also will enable 
Britain to enter trade competition with 
Russia in Sweden, Denmark, Norway and 
Finland. Also in the Balkans. 

The narrow view that this is merely 
a loan to Britain, with no more meaning 
than that, is a harmful one. Americans 
have been deceived by propagandists. 

Once the international currency 
strictions are removed international trade 
and prosperity will develop. We will 
largely benefit. 

This prosperity cannot come until the 
is made.

Gainesville Hasn't Forgotten Talmadge 


Eugene Talmadge spoke in Gainesville 
on Thursday, July 4. 

The Gainesville Eagle welcomed him 
to the city with a reminder of a charac- 
teristicaliy calloused remark which Tal- 
madge, then Chief Executive of the State, 
made at the time of the Gainesville tor- 
nado 10 years ago. 

“On April 16, 1936, 10 days after the 
horrible tornado struck Gainesville,” said 
the Eagle, “we published an editorial at- 
tacking the then Governor, Fugene Tal- 
madge.

We love It is a love that comes 
easily. 
me We love the South with a fierce, protective 
passion such as parents have for a crippled child. 

We are quick to defend her manners and mind; her charm and 
quickness of speech. 

We are swift to resent any eve that looks at her withered arm 
or foot; or voice that asks how it happened and why. 

Our love is deep and based on emotions that drive us to posi- 
tions unstable and ofttimes untenable. Our South is a child crip- 
pled by discriminatory rates and tariffs; an orphan child whose 
parents of wealth and culture were killed on the field at Appo- 
mattox, ‘leaving her to be brought up with second-hand dresses 
from the rich uncle’s closet; with genteel colleges, while others go 
to Harvard; with old ghosts and fears that wander the attic of her 
mind, making chains rattle and old doors squeak; with a fierce 
resentment of anything critical. 

There are wounds (that are long unhealed and our South is 
harried by a war long lost and occupation troops who burned deep 
scars in minds and souls as well as they burned down house and 
barn, So, we turn hot eyes to every critic and almost never look at 
ourselves or peer ahead where the path is going. 

“The South, the South, God knows what will become of her,” 
said John Calhoun, as he lay dying. And that was before the first 
gun shattered the calm at Charleston. That was years before the 
high tide at Gettysburg and the ebb that washed to the shores of 
the old farm house where Grant and Lee met. 


“The South, the South .. .” 


I would like to make a testament of faith in the 
Testament South. I know what the chameleon writers do. They 
crawled on the bright, gay fabric ef Roosevelt's cloth woven for 
desperate 1933 and the depression days. And they themselves were 
bright and gay and hopeful. 

The South was stirring and restoring her soul; the old wounds 
were healing and there was talk a doctor might be found to oper- 
ate on the crippled leg, the withered economic arm of the South. 

Now, the chameleons are afraid. They crawl on the shoddy 
cloth of frustration and defensive words. They mourn the old days 
and remember the war and the occupation. The New Deal has been 
dealt and there is nothing left, but somehow finding a way to have 
our own cake but eat it, too. There is nothing left but quitting 
the nation and yet being a part of its law and order and benefits. 
There is nothing left but to machine us all and darken our skies 
with industrial smoke and still be quaint and pastoral. If only they 
will let us alone and say no unkind thing to make us weep. If they 
will but let us live in an ivory tower, feeling exquisite sorrow and 
refusing to face reality. ... The chameleons are no longer gay or 
bright. And somehow, even, they can qualify Christianity and say 
that Christ and His teachings somehow do not apply. At least not 
to us and our special problems. The chameleons do well on the 
lotus leaf of the flower called “Letusalone.” 

But there is deep in the soul of the South the courage and 
courtesy that survived the wounds; the rare, bright flower that was 
not twisted by defeat or occupation; the intelligence that knows 
we must move with time and does not want to be let alone. 

There is deep in the soul of the Southern people that simple 
faith that bridged the ancient, unknown seas and put the settlers 
on the New World shores. 

There is willingness to toil and sacrifice and believe in God. And 
willingness to go on with strong, sure legs if only they will quit 
pulling a blindfold over our eyes. 

There is an eagerness to be just and fair; to build a better world 
and drown in the creek every litter of the bitch called Ignorance. 
D f d These are the people, plain and honest. The smooth, 

eien calculating politician weighs them and finds them quick 
and loyal to their land-and people. 

“These we will fool with false words and honeyed,” they say. 
“They have kept their eyes on their work so long they do not really 
know." 

And into the hands, worn hard with work, they put the bread 
of bitterness. And into ears burned red with sun and wind they 
pour the poison of false witness. 

What do we owe these shrewd and evil men? 

Shall we defend for them lack of education because it is a part 
of the South, and say we want it that way? 

Shall we defend the fact and say it is good that our average 
education is but a fifth-grade top because it is a part of us? 

Shall we always let the clever, shrewd and conniving ones shackle 
us by saying if we love the South we will defend even that which 
is wrong and binds us? 

Or, shall we say to the world: 

“We love this crippled child which is the South, crippled by a 
war hard fought arid lost; crippled by the tariffs and rates you set 
when you made the laws; crippled by being made into a supplier of 
raw materials to the industrial Fast... we love her with a passion 
and pride you will never understand. 

“Rut we are fighting for her now. We are fighting to make her 
well and strong. And we will not much longer be fooled by false 
prophets of prejudice and false words and fears. 

“Our testament is that we who love the South will fight on until 
she is as well and strong as her sister States and more glorious, 


even, than they.”

President Truman summarized the marked deficiencies of the 
measure clearly enough in his veto message. 

5o many price changes wege ordered, so many decontrols pre 
vided for, that it would have been only a matter of time before 
the whole machinery of OPA would have broken down. 

It was as the President said, therefore, that he was confronted 
with “a choice between inflation with a statute and inflation with- 
out one.” 

It is difficult to see how any unprejudiced reader of his veta 
message could fail to agree that his reasons for rejecting the bill 
were absolutely sound. 

OPA would have become a sham after a few months of futile 
effort to stop the rising tide of prices. In all probability the entire 
machinery of Government price controls would have broken down. 
The country would have been faced with a spiral of rising prices, 
followed by fresh labor disturbances growing out of inevitable 
demands for new wage increases to meet the added cost of living. 


For all of this, the Republicans would have 

Malcontents sought to blame the National Administration. 
Every effort would have been made by the political malcontents 
to pin the responsibility for OPA’s failure on President Truman 

The facts in the matter seem so clear that it almost looks like 
a conspiracy was conjured up by his opponents to jockey the Presi- 
dent into signing a half-baked piece of legislation as a means of 
encompassing his political defeat 

Certainly it does appear that it would have been political sul- 
cide for him to have approved the sorry bill that was sent to him 
for his signature 

Mr. Truman would have had to be awfully dumb politically te 
have fallen for the scheme. The sponsors of the mutilating OPA 
amendments were even dumber to think there was any hope of 
foisting such a proposition on the President. 

It simply never did make sense that the President 
other than he did 

By vetoing the miik-and-water measure and throwing it back 
into the laps of Congress he dumps on the shoulders of Congress 
the whole responsibility for further Government price controls 

Congress, he said in effect, can either pass a law with enough 
teeth in it to hold the price line, or it can take the blame for any 
resulting inflation. . 

The President was too cagey to have wished off on him respons 
bility for any creeping paralysis form of inflation that might arise 
from the “pdoby-trap” legislation sent him. 

There can be little doubt where the vast majority of the people 
in the controversy, They stand on the side of the President, 
in their interest.

It is inconceivabie that in the face of the protests that seem 
certain to be raised Congress can refuse to pass a worth-while OPA 
extension bill. If it doesn't, its failure will arise as the one over- 
shadowing issue of the Congressional campaign. 

Fortunately for the country in the circumstances a Congres 
sional election is just a few months off. In November the entire 
membership of the House and one-third of the Senate comes up for 
re-election. : 

Woe will be the candidate who has voted against OPA, if run- 
away prices develop. It offers an issue that is made to order for an 
opponent. 

Congress was guilty of gross ineptitude, it would seem, in pass 
ing the kind of an OPA bill it did. But perhaps its worst offense was 
in waiting until the final day to act at all. The bill was sent to the 
President just before the old law expired on June 30 

Mr. Truman's record is straight in the matter because ae far 
back as last September he urged Congress to take up the question 
of Government price-control extension. He wanted them to get it 
nut of the way long ago, so that the numerous uncertainties that 
have arisen could be eliminated. 

Rut Congress delaved until the final moment. The eountry ie

Whatever its classification, the 
industry has become very impor- 
tant to Atlanta, for from this city 
rural movie magnates receive their 
programs. Edward Stevens, direc- 
tor in charge of the film library of | 
the Allied Non-theatrical Film 
Dealers’ Association, is well quali- 
fied to describe the industry and 
its growth. 


VET OF BUSINESS 


Stevens started in the 16-milli- 
meter movie business way back 
when its audiences were largely 
made up of boys in the CCC 
camps, 

“When the big power lines went 
into the rural areas,” Stevens said, 
“it made it possible for us to use 
the safest of projection equipment 
and safety film. All of our equip- 
ment is approved by the National | 
Board of Fire Insurance Under- | 
writers.” 

The 16-millimeter movie indus- 
try is just what its Association’s 
name implies: Strictly non-the 
atrical, 

“We keep out of the sphere of 
the movie theaters,” Stevens said. 
“All a man has to have to go into

Yet one of the Association’s 
proudest boasts was one from 
which there was no monetary re- 
ward. During the war 30,000,000 
people saw free 16-millimeter mo- 
tion pictures during each of the 
seven War Bond drives. That is 
just about 25 percent of the na- 
tion’s population for each drive. 

And the Red Cross used millions 
of feet of 16-millimeter films to 
entertain an unestimated number 
of sick and wounded men _ in 
Army hospitals during the war. It 
is still carrying on this work, 

A new angle to the business is 
being provided by industry. In the 
early days of the atomic bomb 
plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn., the 16- 
millimeter industry provided the 
only movies for the workers. When 
theaters were built at Oak Ridge, 
the 16-millimeter outfit withdrew 
gracefully.

The Rug- 
sians by broadcasting are merely 
adding to the sum total of infor- 
mation available.
